iTMx.  ()LI\  I-;R  DMW,  tin-  fcjuiick-r  nf  tlu-  Acadi-my  which  imw  hears  his 
namr,  was  Ixirn  in  Frankhii  in  \7>^?i.  After  receivintj  his  ine(hcal  decree, 
he  practiceil  a  few  \ears  in  Hostim.  In  1812  he  removed  to  Medway.  in  w  hicii 
town  he  practiced  only  a  few  years,  due  to  his  p<ii(r  health.  After  a  lirief 
respite  from  his  former  |)rofession,  he  became  interested  in  the  cotton 
industr\  .  \\hereli\  he  liecame  superintendent  of  the  }'oung-  Amoskeai;'  Manu- 
facturing;- Company  at  .Manchester,  X.  H.  He  secured  an  interest  in  this 
cor])oration,  and  in  a  few  years  accumulated  a  lari^e  fortune.  Retiring;-,  for 
ten  years  he  resided  in  h'ramint^'ham.  In  IS.^1  he  returned  to  liis  native  town 
to  spend  his  remaining  da\s. 

.Soon  after,  at  the  annual  session  of  the  I'niversalist  Convention,  the 
sulijecl  of  a  .'state  denominational  school,  to  he  of  the  hii^-hest  L;"rade  lieiow 
that  of  colle,i;es,  was  l)rouyht  l)efure  the  council  1)\  Dr.  .\.  .\.  Miner,  President 
of  Tufts  Colle.^e.  -\  committee  was  ap]H]inteil  with  full  discretionary  powers. 
Dr.  l)ean  offered  a  tr.act  of  eiyht  or  nine  acres  which  he  had  l)ougdit  of  the 
estate  of  Dr.  luumons,  and  $10,000  towards  a  huilding,  besides  $50,000  as 
a  permanent  fnn<l.  Accejitins.;-  his  offer,  the  trustees  secured  plans,  and  l)roke 
L;roimd  in  .\u.l;usI.  IXd').  .\s  the  work  of  the  Iniildins:;'  \\ent  on.  Dr.  Dean 
increased  his  donations  to  near])  ,'s7.s,(  K.IO.  The  edifice,  h'rench  Lomliardic  in 
st\Ie,  was  dedicated  the  following;"  .Ma_\\  rendiui^-  the  erection  of  the  Imihling, 
it  was  deemed  ad\'isal)le  to  bei;-in  the  work  ol  instruction.  The  necessar\- 
teachers  were  procured,  and  on  the  first  day  of  (  )ctober,  ISdd,  the  school  was 
opened  in  the  vestry  of  the  L'ui\'ersalist  Church  with  fin-l\-four  pupils.  The 
suiumer  term  of  ISdN  was  opened  in  the  new  building. 

Four  years  later,  during  the  night  of  Jul_\  ,^1,  the  building,  with  uearK-  all 
its  contents,  was  destroyed  I.)}'  lire.  The  young  school  became  sud<lenl\  home- 
less. The  Franklin  House  was  bought  an<l  school  resume(I  in  it.  -\fter 
two  years  of  labor  and  great  an.\iet\ ,  a  second  and  the  present  edifice  was 
comiileted  and  dedicated.  It  occupies  substantially  the  same  foundations  and 
differs  but  little  from  the  jjrevious  one,  except  being  (iothic  in  stvle. 

Iiitil  the  _\ear  1S77,  Dean  Academy  was  ojien  to  both  scwes  :  but  the 
demand  for  a  }"oung  ladies'  school  in  the  L'nivi'rsalist  C'luirch  led  the  trustees 
to  limit  it  accordingly.  The  new  arrangement  opened  with  a])out  fift\'  jjupils. 
After  two  ^•ears'  trial  the  limitation  was  removed.

In  I'Hl  the  lioys'  and  girls'  coiuicils  have  been  coniliined,  which  has 
increased  the  ethciencx'  of  both  groujis.  This  }"ear.  being  the  Se\-ent\-tifth 
anni\-ersary  ol  the  school,  an  inspiring  ])ageant  was  preseiiteil  portr,a\ing  the 
entire  histor_\'  of  Dean.
